A rapid ohang*' I* going on ia they 


source* of supply of native Inmbcr. In 
that change Rhode Island might take part 
with advantage, if not to the profit ol her 
citiB*nu, at leatt to the picturesque char- 
acter of her gcsnery. Not many yean 
ago, before cheap transportation had made 
coul a common article of fuel, it was cus- 
tomary to rely upok the'_toreet*** for a sup- 
ply of fire-woooy jla "jTojuCihing, it the 
farmers pursued ,a sho^t-*ig^>t«d~ policy. 
In the original settlement of their farms 
th* tress were regarded simply a* an ob- 
stacle to agriculture. The first thing to 
be done was to clear the land, and in that 
operation the soil was swept clean of its 
forests. Bven saplings were destroyed; 
nd every effort was made to take' away 
be abade from the field, under the 
xwtion that sunlight was th* only thing 
or a farmer to secure to bis pasture* and 
reps. Wood was, for' year*, an incnm- 
rance; a thing to be removed and dis- 
used ef on almost any terms. 
A hundred and twenty years age, dense 
crests extended through Connecticut to 
ia Hudson river. , Massachusetts was an 
mm«ns* patch of wood. "Maine was then 
t the very doors of Boston''and'Frovi- 
enoe. Sarenty-fiy* "yt'ort^ago-the tree* 
were as abnndant'.in* Western "New York 


*• P»|™ country ii practically timber- 
lea*. This little that grows U found along 
the watercourses and is of inferior kind. 
The vast region depends for its supplies 
on the forests of Michigan and Wisconnn. 


There are, it U true, large districts of 


the continent tsonrauung dense forests** 
Vet haroly touched. West Virginia, Eiet 
Tennessee _ end Kentucky; Washington 
Territory and Canada are yet to be open- 
ed, and Maine is still rich in towering 
pine*. Bat the remoteness of these locali- 
tw» make* it too expensive yet to bring 
their treasures to market ' There meat ba 
t large advance of prices to send the lum- 
bermen into these inaccessible wilds. 
Meanwhile the cost is as high ae is con- 
sistent with comfortable homes for the 
common people already. 


We should not be surprised if the next 
generation were to aee a total change in 
the sonroeof our lumber supply.

'o-day one may ride through Maaaaohn- 
itts, Rhode [iland, Connecticut and New 
Tork for miles, and pass through opsn 
arms with scarcely wood enough remam- 
ag to 'furnish the cultivator with what 
IB needs for his own domestic use.' It is 
larming to make' this review, and see 
ow rapidljr and' ruthtaiilv the work'of 
orest destruction ha* gen* on. It is not 
hat of clearing away a puce ot wood* 
lire and there, bnt hundreds of square 
rule, of forest have disappeared within a 
mndred yeara, and wh'en th» population 
f the country was comparatively small. 
Vilh the inereased popr'ation, and "the 
xtending demand, a mneb lei* tune would 


requisite to denude Maine and P«nn- 


jlvaQia, and leave the Appalachian range 
f mountains as bare as the Black Hills of 
lout no a, and the fire scorched prairies of 
the West. 


Another cause of the rapid disappear- 


ance of our forests is the *xe of the lorn- 
berroau. In the lumber district* the peo- 
ple no not know the value 'of the trea- 
nres that entangle their branches above 


* around them They cut and slash 


with ucspaiing recklessness. The lofty 


ere telled for the market, th* young 


undtrgrowtb is destroyed, becaueeit is in 
the wiy, fires are carelessly left to smoul- 
der until funned into a furious eonflagra- 


ion, which destroys million* of dollars 
'ortk of property. In Northern New 
York, a rich lumber region, the loss by^ 
flren is annually enormous, and the supply 
ol timber is constantly decreasing in qual- 
ty and amount. 
The woodsmen are 


driven deeper and deeper iato the wilder- 
nets and furth«r «p the str**ma, whil* 
farms extend nearer the mountain tide* 
and the water sheds Twenty year* ago, 
umber could be bought for ten and fifteen 
dollar* a thousand anywhere along~ the 
North Branch of the Snequehanna., Now, 
in the very heart of that recent lumber 
district, it coats three time* that amount, 
and is about as txpemsive a* ii u at Balti- 
more. 


We are constantly finding new substi- 


tutes for ,wood in the mechanic', art*. 
Brick, icon and stone are displacing it in 
architecture, and the unlimited measure* 
ot coal furnish a cheaper supply of fuel. 
But the enhanced' expense of working 
itoue and iron (till make lumber a very 
denirable staple We shall always,need 
some kind ol building material mere cul- 
ly worked and produced than any metal, 
or mmereal substance, to supply the, de- 
mand for cheap house*. 
t . 
, 


IJuf, whatever substitutes have yet been 


found for lumber, there are a.multitude of 
u*e< for which it i > still indispensabl*. 
The inside finish of dwelling* and facto- 
ries, the frames of machinery, furniture, 
etc, re quite'wood. The lumber of o»r- 


it fa now abundant, the people waste it; 
whwe it i* scarce the people learn to prize 
it. For several years the cultivation of 
native trees has been a matter of earnest 
Mention in the W«st. Several States 
(rant a bonus to' farmers who will PC-C out 
forest trees for every acre so planted. Af 
the prairie oonn'ry i* broken up by the 
ploughing a nd ths reads of the settlers 
the prairie fire* which hare kept rast 
itrctche* of country free from timber, 
grow more circumscribed. Trees have a 
chance to grow, and they thrive well on 
the rioh virgin soil. 
Every year thou- 


sands of shade trees are pet out in Illi- 
nois, Iowa, Mieeouri and Kansas, while in 
.Michigan and Wisconsin a hundred are 
out down, for one planted. 
This process 


may in • few years change the sources of 
lumber supply in. the west. We ao not 
•ee why a similar process might not bo 
going forward in the East. 
r There are miles of treeless territory in 
Bhode Inland. There are multitudes of 
farm* in the State without s. single patch 
of wood* upon them. 
The trees would 


greatly improve them. The kind mostly 
needed in industrial arts are mainly orna- 
mental. No tree* are finer than the elm, 
the larch and tho beech, they are, also, 
easily and rapidly grown. Tho cedar, th* 
•pruoe and the ash are not go ornamental, 
bnt they are no less useful. The oak and 
the pine are the most needed, but the first 
U no (bade tree, and the last is of slow 
growth. If there were co consideration 
bnt that of beauty, tho cultivation of 
many of these fine, hearty, native trees 
would well repay the cost. 
Besides the 


beauty, they will, in a few yeara, be well 
worth their cost for their market value. 
TMrty years more of a career like onr 
past will make it profitable to grow tim- 
ber ai a crop. 


With eight or ten acres of foroat tress 


a farmer could supply himself with fuel 
from the wind falls, a* they do now in 
some parts ol the country. 
With shade 


kree* on hi* pasture, bio cattle would ba 
Well protected, and the farm itcelf would 
be more valuable for it* timber. The full- 
grown tr*ee could be cut down for mar- 
ket; and saplings spring up to replace 
them. Grown near market, they would 
save an annually increaung freight. The 
time, is coming when farmers will consider 
the molt valuable part of their lands to be 
whose on which, there are goad and useful 
native tree*. 


Boy* and Girls. 


Boy* and girls- are not the same. They 


are born different, and chow it wbile they 
tie infants. The boy-baby is restless and 
uneasy in his mother'* arrni. He it never 
still except when asleep, and even, then 
tumbles from side to side in bis cnb, with 
sudden flings of arms and legs. When he 
glows beyond babyhood be plays diffor- 
ently. Without ever being told about it, 
he instinctively turns away irom dolls; 
lay* them aside >n indifference, and freely 
donates them 'M whatever little girl will 
have them. H& demands balls and bat* 
and drum*; he turns down chairs for 
horses, lays bold on all the etrmgo of the 
houte for lines, wants all the httl>> sucks 
made into whips, mounts lounges and 
drives four-in-hand; be asks for guns, 
and wants yon to tell him the stoned of 
bean, and lions, and tigers, and is amused 
upon measure at their leaping upon and 
eating up cows and oxen 
The girl-baby 


la gentle, even from tho first, and looks 
quietly ont of the blue eyc>, or laughing- 
ly oat of the dark ones. She takes natur- 
ally to her dolls, and never wearies of 
dressing them and arranging the bibv- 
honse; she is gentle in her plays, and 


rould be frightened at what would nil 


her brother with a paroxy t,m of dtli jht ; 
she loves fairy tales, and will not laugh 
and aek reome abjurd question about tho 
babes in the wood, bnt rather cries over 
their sorrow*. The sister will smooth 
pussy and hold her lovingly in her lap, 
while the brother wants to see if the cat 
can jump; and when she tries to get out 
ol his undesirable company, will detain 
her by leg or tail. And these same di- 
vergencies of character perpetuate tbem- 
selvea as the boy and girl grows oldoc. 
There are exceptions, it is true, some 
boys have all tb* tastes and gentleness of 
• feminine nature, and some girls have 
much that is mnscnlioe. I do not regret 
seeing it in eaoh. The gentle boy will not 
make any the less nobie man because 
there was eo much that was girl-like in 
his childhood, nor will the girl that was, 
in her rudeness, often called a boy, be any 
the less, bnt perhaps, all the more, a truo 
and lovely woman. — Or. Aibman s Life at 
Home.

Wonderful Resources of Onr 
Continent.

Late events have so famili»ri«ed people 


with oalfunity that they have almost loit 
the habit of being shocked. The delirium 
•which haa corered Paris with blood and 
fire has surfeited the keenest appetite lot 
horrors. The prophet who predicted only 
a year ago the {ate tha* has befallen that 
unhappy city would surely have had little 
honor in his own or any other country. 
Tet we hare the world's most brilliant 
capital, in the tery noonday o{ oivilua- 
tion, given over to massacres and pillage. 
A spectacle so fraught with wild and fear- 
ful incident must dwarf all lesser raUfor- 
tunes. Before the awful death agony of 
the Commune, with it* wholesale slaugh- 
ter of men, women and children, shot and 
bayoneted li»o dog* in the "kennel or 
dung to a more appalling death in tha 
flames of hurtling' palacei, human life and 
suffering seem to grow so cheap as scarcely 
to be worth a thought Even that most 
painful episode ia all tbe ghastly story, ol 
tbe prisoners forgotten in the firing of the 
Hotel de Ville, and left to perish in their 
duugeona, scarcely moves us so much as, 
in happier times, the most stereotyped 
tale of duties*. Consciously or not, most 
people have grown in a measure callous to 
this excess of misery. 


Slomething of this may be.'dotected in the 


tone with which the newsp»p*r» publish 
accounts of other lea* noUbla events. The 
time is rife with disaster, and within • 
few weeks, ia different parts of the world, 
there hava been several occurrences of an 
mn-asnally painful nature, any one of 
which would formerly have earned sensa- 
tional rpromineiice. 
That dreadful epe- 


demio at Buenos Ayrea, for example, with 
iu thousand) of victims, was probably a* 
dramatic in its way as either of those fa- 
mous plagues in Florence or London 
which Boccaccio and Defoe have immor- 
tilued. Tbe two disastrous earthquakes 
in China and the E*at Indies have been 
no less noteworthy. 
Tet each of these 


extraordinary evsots has been dismissed 
with the briefest telegraphic mention, and 
ha* attracted the least possible public at- 
tention—not so much in New Tork, for 
ib3tan.ce, as Mr. ~W\ eton's walk, for exam- 


ple, or the unexpected attempt of Fiak to 
s-y his prayers. 


A still moro striking example ot this 


general indiffarenoa is afforded by the 
famine in Persia. Snob meagre details as 
iiivo reached us show that a most heart* 
rjnding'afBiction has fallen npon that un- 
fortunate country. In certain districts, 
the starving inhabitants were trying to 
subsist on grass, in others they were sell- 
ing their children into slavery to save 
their lives. Elsewhere, hunger had driven 
;he people to tha still more desperate re- 
sort of killing aad eating the children, 
and in one province it is even said tho 
graves have been despoiled to furnish food 
lor the living. The stories of th* (boats 
in tho "Arabian Nights" are not more in- 
credible or more revolting. Nor is there 
anything recorded in the dark romance of 
tha slave trade more tragic than the born- 
ing of the> ooolU-nhip Dolores Ugarte, in 
mid-ocean, with all its living freight of 
five hundred souls. Tet, we venture to 
say, the majority of newspaper readers 
have given scarcely a thought to the im- 
measurable horror of these two situations, 
or have dismissed them as of lets relative 
importance than, the latest street affray or 
political murder. Misery appeals to us in 
proportion to ita nearness, and Paris i* 
more to most of the world than Persia or 
Buenos Ayres. Possibl/ with the millen- 
lum there will come a cosmopolitan sym- 
pathy, or more catholic charity.

By an invitation of tbe Cherokee*) of 


thia District, Col. E. C. Bondinatt ad- 
dressed a large number of people at this 
place to-day. The Colonel criticised the 
course of their delegates in notgiving a 
full account of the condition of the conn- 
try. He said that a crisis was upon them 
that should bo met byjntelligent men. 
That however much they might regret it, 
a great change in their condition would 
soon oome, and aj wise men they should 
prepare to meet it. He claimed that there 
was only a conditional sale of their land 
went of the ninety-sixth meridian, which 
condition had been violated on the part of 
the Government.

By taking the 
40 p. m. train on tbe Oil Creek ana Alle- 
leny Bailroad at Titnsville, yon arrive 
t Mayville at 8 o'clock p. m., in time for 
upper at the Chantauqua House, and if 
eaired, s moonlight sail upon the lake he- 
re retiring; or by taking the 8 o'clock 


m. express at Corry, one arrives at 


amestown an hour later, at the foot of 
le lake, and from which steamers leave 
wice a day for Mayville and the mterme- 
ate landing-places. 
There are several point* upon the .bores 
' the lake where one may enjoy the scen- 
ry and lake breeie, and from which boat- 
g excursions can be made to any part of 


the lake.' Among theio there is perhnps 
no more enjoyable spot at which to atop 
than at 
TUB CHAUTABQUA HOCSE AT MATTCLl-H. 


This hotel hai bten in operation for 


three years, and is kept by Horace Fox, 
an accomplished and well known caterer 
to the public comfort, and who has the 
pleasing faculty of making those who so- 
journ with him feel at home, and upon 
leaving wish to come again. The Asso- 
ciated Fresa and Pittsburgh excursionists* 
who, upon their recent visit to the lake 
experienced the hospitalities of this house, 
make complimentary mention of 
the 


manner in which they were entertained 
rhile th.re. From tbe balcony of the 
hotel there i* to be had a fine view of the 
lake with ita shore., of alternating mea- 
dow and forest, the numerous sail boats 
that at all hour* dot ita waters, aud the 
distant shores of Long and Fair Point, 
rhick, extending from either side, .huts 
off from view thn larger portion of the lake 
itself. 


Nearly all of the available suits of rooms 


at the Chantanqua House have been taken 
for the season by parties from the oil re- 
gion, Pittsburgh, Buffalo, Cincinnati and 
even points as far west aa St. Louis. Some 
of these summer boarder, have arrived, 
but the house will not be quite filled np 
until the first of July. 
Among those 


who delight to put in a few weeks at 
Mayville, the PHUburgher predominates 
largely. Whether thia i§ owing to the fa- 
cilities in getting there by the Allegheny 
Valley, Oil Creek and Cross Oat Bill ways, 
or the qualities of Ohemtauqaa water as a 
"«moke remover," we are unable to say. 
At any rate, the Smoky .City is largely 
represented hero each season, and we are 
told that a few days' fishing and boating 
upon the lake serve to bleach a PitUburg- 
ian out, until he resembles a Caucasian in 
color and can vote at any poll) where 
white men are allowed to do so. The "oil 
trade," as it U termed by the hotel pro- 
prietors, is not the most valuable custom, 
owing to the fact that the head of the 
family is obliged to be "on the creek" 
nearly all tha time, as a simple turn in 
the market may have the effect of rend- 
ering him incapacitated to enjoy a sum- 
mar any where ont of tbe poor home, or a 
day's absence lose him a handsome com- 
petence. 
As a rule the oil man sees his 


family comfortably fixed at the lake, and 
generally contrives to pend Sunday with 
the "old folks at home."

TAIH POIST. 


This is the site recently selected by the 


Methodists for the annual camp meetings 
and we understand negotiations are being 
made to purchase the same by the society 
for camp meeting purposes hereafter. The 
point proper, is the first teen extending 
into the lake on the right hand side as 
you look down tbe lake from Mty ville. A 
dense growth of shade trees cover the

From 
the house to the shore of tha lake, which 
is but a few rods dittant, the ground 
slcpos gradually, and when the grading i* 
completed will form one uf the finest 
lawns to be found anywhere. Ol one 
side of the hotel a level atrip of meadow 
land offers extra inducements to croquet 
clubs and ball players, while on the other 
hand ia located a dense growth of pine 
trees, which form one of the most shady 
and picturesque groves on the lake. Ia 
fact there ia not a spot anywhere in the 
vicinity of Ohautanqua Lake that presents 
so many attractions to pleasure partias, 
whether for pie-nic., camping, or other 
purpose*. 


The Atlantic and Great Western Bail- 


road passes within a few rods of this spot, 
and it ii expected a stopping station will 
soon be made here, by which visitors from 
the oil region and elsewhere'can be bronght 
to tbe doors of the hoUl and sav* time 
and distance by so doing.

and while putting her before the wind the 
old Captain ia frequently heard to say, 
'Now then, Annie, my Darling, show 
them your wings, my girl," and other en- 
dearing sailor expressions, for the old salt 
loves his craft with an affection akin to 
human.
